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THE REPORTER’S RELATION TO 
THE ALCOHOL QUESTION. 


Some weeks ago the Reporter re- 
ceived an inquiry from a Philadelphia 
subscriber as to who are the makers of 
charcoal outside of the Trust. Not being 
able to furnish the names from informa- 
tion then in our possession, the inquiry 
was printed in the issue of March 9, and 
very promptly thereafter we received a 
postal card stating that Mr. C. J. T. 
Burcey was not controlled by the Amer- 
ican Charcoal Company. This fact we 
immediately communicated to the in- 
quirer, and at the same time our busi- 
ness department addressed a note to 
Mr. Burcey, suggesting that he might 
draw benefit from an advertisement of 
his business in the columns of the Re- 
porter. To this we have since received 
from that gentleman a reply, in which 
he says: “I get no encouragement to 
patronize a paper which is trying to de- 
stroy our business in this country by 
patronizing free alcohol. It looks queer 
to me that your paper takes so much 
pains, thus working against the white 
lead manufacturers, because if free al- 
cohol comes in acetic acid will go up, so 
you are only helping some to kill others. 
It is only a displacement of business, 
helping big manufacturers and monop- 
olists to destroy others.” 

We thoroughly appreciate the frank- 
ness of Mr. Burcey’s communication. 
and while we are not quite able to see 
the application of its closing sentence, 
it seems to us that he does not fully 
realize the province of the trade news- 
paper, or our own attitude toward the 
question to which he refers. In pub- 


lishing very fully the arguments relat- 
ing to the present free alcohol measure, 
we have endeavored to give both sides 
with perfect impartiality, and have ac- 
corded the opponents to the law the 
same opportunity to be heard in these 
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vocates. That they have not availed 
themselves of it, either directly or by 
means of commuhications to Cdngress, 
which would reach us through 
Washington ctrrespdndence, is no fault 
of ours: The fact is, the opponents of 
the bill have made their fight chiefly 
throu&h the Treasury officials, and the 
position takken by the latter has been 
che Which could not be countenanced, 
regardless of the merits of the general 
proposition. These officials have made 
their opposition to section 61 take the 
form on an insistence upon its repeal, 
and its nullification ab initio. They 
have not been satisfied to contend that 
the law was unwise and impractical, 
and should, therefore, be repealed, but 
have maintained that, even while it 
bas remained upon the statute books, 
and has. been accepted in good faith 
by the users of alcohol as an obligation 
upon the Government to carry out the 
will of the Congress which passed and 
the Executive who approved the bill, it 
could be ignored by the Treasury De- 
partment and then repudiated at its 
behests. We do not believe that this 
sort of dictatorial assumption, or this 
interference, even in contested ques- 
tions before Congress, by departments 
of the Government, whose business it is 
to execute laws and not to make them, 
should be tolerated, and we believe that 
it constitutes a very serious menace to 
popular government. The editorial col- 
umns of the Reporter have chiefly given 
consideration to this phase of the ques- 
tion, while the news columns have given 
fully and freely everything that has 
transpired at Washington or elsewhere 
affecting either side of the case. But 
the Reporter has consistently for the 
past fifteen years advocated, as oppor- 
tunity offered, some provision which 
should relieve alcohol used in the arts 
or medicine from the burden of taxation 
which it bears, and which constitutes a 
form of discrimination inconsistent 
with the economic theories of either 
protectionist or free-trader. We have 
favored the denaturization of alcohol 
when it could be done, or the use of 
bonded factories or any other practical 
means of reaching the desired end. 
That more freedom in the use of grain 
spirit might reduce the consumption of 
the wood product is doubtless true, but 
it is equally true that the grain distiller 
suffers in competition with the wood 
spirit in consequence of the tax, and 
that he suffers more under the present 
tax of $1.10 than he did under the 
former rate of 90 cents. Industria) 
changes are constantly occcurring which 
are attended by similar consequences to 
some interest, but they have to be met 
even by those to whom they prove detri- 
mental, and if they are for the public 
advantage they come regardless of op- 
position, soon or lav_?. The discovery 
of petroleum and the development of 
rsttonseed and lard oil manufacture 
have led to the decadence of the fish 
oil industry, and yet we have never 
heard the whaling or the menhaden in- 
terests even suggest a tax upon the 
cheaper and more abundant products 
that their industry might be saved. Any 
argument which Mr. Burcey, or any one 
else engaged in the distillation of wood, 
can advance in favor of the protection 
of that industry against the competi- 
tion of the grain distillers, can be em- 
ployed with equal force by still greater 
interests which this protection affects 
adversely, and whatever views he, or 
they, or the Reporter, or any other in- 
terested parties may entertain, the is- 
Sue will some time have to be met on the 
basis which will be acceptable to the 
greatest number. 

So far as we are able to trace, the Re- 
porter has derived no benefit from the 
free alcohol agitation other than, pos- 
sibly, an increase of circulation, due to 
its having published more coniplcte re- 
ports of the whole procedinsgs than were 
given by any other paper. This it has 
done because of its appreciation of the 
importance of the information to a 
very large proportion of the readers of 
this journal, whose interests were af- 
fected either -one way or the other by 
the question at issue. The wide-reach- 
ing effect of the subject, is not, we 
feel certain, fully realized by those who 
criticise our attitude toward it. There

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have been thus far about 500 claims 
for rebate filed, and of this number it 
is safe to assume that a very consider- 
able proportion were from concerns 
who could not employ the wood spirit.

THE CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE 
BILL. 


In our issue of the 2d inst. we called 
attention to some of the objectionable 
features of the Customs Administrative 
bill, then in committee of the House 
of Representatives. In addition to the 
features we at that time pointed out, 
requiring samples to be filed and a fee 
paid, on every protest lodged, and mak- 
ing the findings of the general apprais 
ers final as to all questions of fact in 
such protests, it is important to note 
several others, equally prejudicial to the 
interests of the importing community. 
Thus, the bill provides a stricter ex- 
amination of invoices by our consular 
officers than has heretofore been requl- 
site, and prohibits them from authenti- 
cating any invoice not made in strict 
compliance with the new law. To this 
the objection is not serious, but that 
connot be said of the further clause 
which directs collectors to refuse entry 
on any such invoice. Consuls are among 
the most ill-informed and lax officials 
in the world, and will doubtless pass 
countless invoices which, through ig- 
norance, fail to comply with the law in 
some technical respect. The goods will 
then be shipped to this country, where 
entry must be denied them, because of 
the defects which the consul should have 
‘orrected, the importer being thus left 
in a position of extreme hardship and 
injustice. The law also empowers the 
Secretary of the Treasury to require, 
as to any consular district, an oath in 
such form as he may direct, to be made 
to the invoice statements of all goods 
thence shipped, before some native 
magistrate or notary, and order that 
in such cases neither consuls shall pass 
nor collectors permit to enter any goods 
on invoices not so sworn—a _ provision 
as likely to be oppressive in its work- 
ings as the last. 

One of the most unjust provisions of 
the bill relates to what are known as 
“penal” duties. It is true that these 
are so graded as not to be so heavy as 
now, the bill providing that they shall 
be only one per cent. for each per 
cent. of advance, and in no case over 
fifty per cent. But to offset this they 
are to apply on even the slightest ad- 
vance, instead of, as now, only on an ad- 
vance of over ten per cent., and the 
power of remitting or waiving them is 
taken away from the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Everybody knows that ab- 
solute accuracy is unattainable in fix- 
ing values, and that advances of from 
one to five per cent. often represent 
mere differences of personal opinion. To 
exact “penal” duty on such advances 
is grossly improper. The power in the 
Secretary to waive penalties, where

equity requires it, is absolutely requi- 
site to any sort of practical fairness, It 


has been but charily exercised hereto- 
fore, and eases are of frequent occur- 
rence where the enforcement of any 


penalty is utterly unwarrantable where 
it was physically impossible for the 
shipper of goods to invoice them at 
What our laws have construed as the 
“market value.”” This is often patent 
to the collector, but he has no option 
but to exact penalty if the advance is 
over ten per cent. Only the Secretary 


has been able in such cases to remit. 
To deprive him of this power would 
amount in some cases to confiscation of 
the goods for a mere ignorant mistake 
of the shippers, or for some cause which 
with all diligence they could not con- 
trol. 

Other features, equally unfair and 
objectionable with these, are to be 
found in the measure. It may contain 
some good features, but is so full of 
faults that it should be killed in its 
entirety. 

Yet on Tuesday last this bill passed 
the House of Representatives. Mer- 
chants who have held the comfortable 
assumption that this measure could not 
pass may now, perhaps, conclude that 
they must announce their disapproval 
if they are to defeat it. In Washing- 
ton the question is asked: “If merchants 
are opposed to this bill, why don’t they 


make the fact known?” 
We understand the Board of Trade 
has at last appointed a committee to 


consider the bill. Whether the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has done We can- 
not say. But we can say to these and 
to all mercantile interests, that they 
must act, and act promptly, or the fea- 
tures we have outlined will be the law

THE FREE ALCOHOL TEST CASES, 
The Court of Claims has now had 
under consideration for over two weeks 
the briefs for the claimant and the Gov- 
ernment on the motion to set down the 
Dunlap test case for early hearing. Per- 
haps a decision will be announced by 





the time this article appears. It is 
evident from the length of time the 
court has held the papers that it is 


giving the matter careful consideration, 
for the questions involved are of a very 
gerious character both regards the 
importance to the trades involved of an 
early decision and the powers of the 
court itself. The counsel for the claim- 
ants, in their argument, have earnestly 
insisted upon the gross injustice to the 
users of alcohol in the arts of first de- 
nying them in the Treasury the bene- 
fits which the law promised them, and 
then refusing them even the poor privi- 
ege of a judicial test of the question 
whether they have any rights independ- 
ent of the discretion of the Treasury 
officers. The nature and magnitude of 
the commercial interests involved were 
commented upon in the argument made 
by the claimants, and the damaging ef- 
fects of the present uncertainty in the 
law as to free alcohol were forcibly set 


as 


forth. The Attorney-General, in his 
annual report, commented upon “this 
appalling volume of litigation,’ and 


suggested that ‘‘the subsequent investi- 
gation which alone is possible in a judi- 
cial trial is wholly inadequate to guard 
against frauds,” yet, with singular in- 
consistency, permits this volume of liti- 
gation to be increased, and probably in 
the end doubled, if not trebled, though 
from his own statements it would ap- 
pear to be of the utmost advantage to 
the Government to at least have the 
safeguard of an early investigation as 
close as possible in point of time to the 
date of accrual of the claim.

early hearing;’’ while, on the other 
hand, the Assistant Attorney-General 


has, with equal readiness and good will, 
announced his purpose and desire ‘to 
have both cases (the Dunlap and Sharp 
& Dohme) as nearly ready as possible in 
case there should be a desire on the 
part of the Treasury Department to 
have them expedited.’”’ Thus both de- 
partments have proclaimed their eager- 
ness for a speedy hearing, but between 
the two it seems impossible to get a 
case before the court, while in the mean 
time preparations to wipe the claims 
out of existence are in active process of 
enactment. 

It may be asked: What power has 


Congress to sweep away vested rights 
which have again and again been held 
by the highest courts, both Federal and 
State, to be beyond the reach of adverse 
legislation when once accrued?

drawing the jurisdiction of the Court of 
Claims over them. In that case the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
speaking through that great magis- 
trate, denied that Congress could “‘pre- 
scribe a rule in conformity with which 
the court must deny to itself the juris- 
diction thus conferred, because and 
only because its decision, in accordance 
with settled law, must be adverse to the 
Government and favorable to the suit- 
or.’ It is harly within the range of 
possibility, however, that Congress 
could be induced by any representations 
to adopt so arbitrary and high-handed 
a measure, destructive of the vested 
rights of those who have relied upon its 
good faith in meaning what it enacted 
in 61. Any attempt to do so 
would be wholly without precedent in 
time of peace, for the attempt just re- 
ferred to, which was held as unconsti- 
tuiionsl through the of the 
Supreme Court, was a war measure, en- 
acted to debar the disloyal from ob- 
taining the benefits of an act originally 
designed to inure only to the advantage 
of the adherents of the Union; yet even 
such a purpose was not considered by 
the Supreme Court as availing to save 
it from judicial condemnation. No 
proposition of this kind was ever even 
thought of in Congress in the well- 
known sugar tariff cases, involving the 
repayment of millions from the Treas- 
ury, or in the still larger claims for re- 
fund of duty on hat trimmings, the ex- 
tent of which has been variously esti- 
mated at from twenty million dollars to 
two or three times that sum—an 
amount doubtless at the lowest figure 
considerably in excess of any possible 
aggregate of claims for rebate on alco- 
hol. Not only has Congress never, 
either on this occasion or any other 
(outside of the one referred to), shown 
any disposition to destroy accrued 
rights by any such provisions, but, on 
the contrary, it has embodied in the 
permanent laws of the land as the rule 
of construction in all repealing acts 
that “the repeal of any statute shall 
not have the effect to release or extin- 
guish any penalty, forfeiture or liabil- 
ity incurred under such statute, unless 
the repealing act shall so expressly pro- 
vide, and such statute shall be treated 
as still remaining in force for the pur- 
pose of sustaining any proper action or 
prosecution for the enforcement of such 
penalty, forfeiture or liability.”

Hence the enactment of a simple re-

POSITION OF GLUE. 

At present the glue business is in a 
more interesting position than it has 
been for a long time, owing to the 
causes heretofore pointed out in our 
market reviews and editorial comments, 
and as the season progresses the exist- 
ing strong features are gradually be- 
coming intensified. The opinion pre- 
vails quite extensively that a shortage 
in the supply of glue is impending as a 
result of scarcity of the raw material 
in all parts of the world. It is well 
known that in this country slaughter- 
ing operations have been on a reduced 
scale for many months past, which has 
entailed a corresponding curtailment 
in the supply of hides and other glue 
stock. In addition to this, the tan- 
neries have been Kept idle throughout 
the Winter, due to depression in the 
leather trade, and, consequently, the 
cuttings and scraps usually derived 
from that source have not been ayail- 
able to the glue makers, Manufactur- 
ers have tnereiore not been able to 
produce as mucn glue this season as 
they are accus.Ouwed to turn out, and 
the warm weatuer, wuicn is now near 
at hand, will put an end to operations. 
There is every reason to believe that 
the output will be very light. 

As a matter of fact, seven of tne 
leading factorics have ceased work ou 
account of their inability to keep sup- 
plied with glue stock, and a number of 
the smaller concerns have also closed 
down for the same reason, It is esti- 
mated that the annual production of 
glue in the United States is about uU,- 
VO0VU,000 pounds, nearly all of which is 
consumed here, but from present in- 
dications the yieid this year will be 
much less than that quantity. A prom- 
inent authority on the subject expresses 
the belief that from now until the first 
of November, when the factories agai 
actively resume business, not less tuan 
40,000,000 pounds of glue will be re- 
quired by the consumers in the United 
States, against which he estimates that 
less than 3U,000,000 pounds wiil be pro- 
duced, The same conditions that con- 
front the glue industry here are like- 
wise existing, in a modified degree, in 
k,urope, where prices are hardening, 
just as they are in our markets, thougn 
on the other side, up to this time, the 
resources of manufacturers have en- 
abled them to fill all orders with com- 
parative ease, 

Domestic glue makers, as a rule, are 
offering rather sparingly, and most of 
them are declining to enter into con- 
tracts for future delivery at fixed 
prices. The advance in values thus far 
has chiefly affected the low and me- 
dium grades, but there is a probability 
that it may extend to the high-class 
glues in the near future. While the 
general market indicates an advance, 
all the manufacturers have not joined 
in the upward movement and are dis- 
posed to await further developments 
before taking action, and the same may 
be said of some of the importers. 
Though the situation is undoubtedly a 
strong one, there are grounds for doubt- 
ing that prices will reach the limit that 
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many in the trade are anticipating. 
After all, the question of demand will, 
or should, regulate the course of quota- 
tions, and, according to some well-in- 
formed members of the trade, the out- 
look along consuming channels, par- 
ticularly in textile and straw manufac- 
turing lines is anything but promising. 
These industries are passing through 
a period of considerable depression 
and orders from that direction have 
recently been materially curtailed. 
Other industrial Dranches have not as 
yet exhibited the activity that was 
looked for, and altogether the distribu- 
tion of glues since the year opened 
has been somewhat disappointing. In 
face of this some of the makers and im- 
porters have not yet deemed it ex- 
pedient to make any price changes, and 
if the balance of the season does not 
bring a sharp increase in the demand, 
it is probable that the threatened glue 
famine will not materialize. Quota- 
tions, however, will doubtless remain 
firm for several months, or until the 
Spring demand is disposed of, 


FEBRUARY PETROLEUM STATIS- 
TICS. 


The monthly report of the pipe lines 
having the custody of oi] produced in 
the fields of Pennsylvania, New York, 
West Virginia and that part of Ohio pro- 
ducing a similar grade of oils makes an 
apparently bearish exhibit, but by a 
careful examination of the figures in 
connection with a consideration of the 
field situation, it is found to present no 
features warranting the expectation of 
bearish effects on the value of the prod- 
uct. The bearish feature is, of course, 
the increase of stocks of nearly a quar- 
ter of a million barrels, due to the de- 
crease in deliveries. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that the smaller de- 
liveries, as also runs, are in great part 


accounted for by the difference in the 
length of the two months under com- 
parison. During the interval of the 


close of February and the date when 
the report was made public, the field sit- 
uation has developed features which 
nullify any bearish features of the pipe 
line report, and the course of the mar- 
ket since is evidence that the conditions 
are becoming more and more favorable 
to holders of oil. It is somewhat diffi- 
cut to account for the smaller deliveries 
during Febtrvary, as there is nothing in 
the export situation to indicate a de- 
creased demand—in fact, the shipments 
during the first half of the current 
month show a large increase, while re- 
ports from the principal foreign mar- 
kets are favorable to a continuance 0: 
an active export movement. A feature 
of the increased demand for foreign ac- 
count is the large engagements of case 
oil for far Eastern markets, and it is 
quite probable that the total export re- 
quirements during March will exceed 
those of January, in which case the in- 
crease in stocks during last month will 
be absorbed. 

The production during February 
amounted to only 2,473,288 barrels, 
which shows the decrease to have been 
202,908 barrels. The February produc- 
tion was over 60,000 barrels less than 
the average of the twelve months of 
i895, but exceeded that of February 
last year by over 440,000 barrels. The 
deliveries during last month amounted 
to 2,248,403 barels, showing a decrease 
of 284,201 barrels, and being tne small- 
est since January of last year. The 
total stocks at the close of the month 
amounted to 5,576,529 barrels, the in- 
crease having been 246,963 barrels. 

The statistical situation or Ohio oil 
shows several features of similarity to 
that of Pennsylvania oil, in that there 
was a decrease during February in both 
runs and deliveries and an increase in 
net stocks. The changes, however, were 
less marked, and allowing ror the dif- 
ference of two days in the months com- 
pared, there is practically little change 
in the situation. The runs during Feb- 
ruary reached a total of 1,631,039 bar- 
rels, which shows a decrease of 107,352 
barrels. The deliveries amounted to 
1,593,328 barrels, which is a decrease of 
209,033 barrels. Both the runs and de- 
liveries, however, exceeded the averages 
of the twelve months of 1895. The total 
net stocks at the close of February 
amounted to 21,473,778 barrels, showing 
an increase during the month of 41,669 
barrels.

The annual meeting of the New York 
Metal Exchange was held last Wednes- 
day, and reports of the president, sec- 
retary and treasurer were presented. 
The attendance was fairly large and 
more than ordinary interest was mani- 
fested by the members present. The 
treasurer’s report was particularly well 
received, showing, as it did, an increase 
of $1,214 in the surplus fund during the 
year and an increase from $272.50 to 
$275.62 in the book value of member- 
ships. The income during the year was 
$11,891 aud the expenditures were 
$8,690. The improvement in the finan- 
cial standing of the institution has led 
to a reduction in dues from $50 to $35 
per annum. 


It is proposed to erect in Glasgow, 
Scotland, large works for the manufac- 
ture of chlorine by the new Scott-Vogt 
process, by which it is claimed that 
about 27 cwt. of bleaching powder can 
be produced from a ton of salt, against 
18 cwt. by other processes. M. Adolph 
Vogt and Mr. Ross Scott are the joint 
inventors of the process, which takes 
advantage of the reaction between ni- 
tric acid and hydrochloric acid, and by 
ingeniously constructed plant the two 
gaseous acids are mixed in a specially 
designed apparatus, through which a 
constant stream of sulphuric acid flows. 
The latter absorbs all the water, and is 
afterward concentrated, to be used over 


again. Special plant has been erected 
for the recovery of the nitric acid 
used.

PETROLEUM NOTES. 

The Duquesne Oil Company has com- 
pleted its No. 10 Donnelly, near Mount 
Morris, Greene County, and has a 
pumper good for sixty barrels a day. 
The new well makes about 100 acres 
of the Donnelly farm not previously 
tested look like good producing terri- 
tory. 

One of the important strikes of the 
past week was C. Ferguson’s No. 3 
Hastings, located one and a half miles 
south of Willow Grove,in the Mc- 
Donald field. The well started to flow, 
and when last heard from was flowing 
every thirty minutes, and putting 
twenty barrels in the tank at each flood. 
The oil was developed in the fourth 
sand. That part of the field has a 
record of several dusters, which makes 
the new strike all the more surprising. 


The Devonian Oil Company’s well on 
the Stealey farm, located 1,000 feet 
northeast of the Bullman, near Wick, 
Taylor County, turns out to be a bet- 
ter producer than at first reported. Four 
hundred barrels a day was all that 
was claimed for it, but later it was 
credited with making twenty-five bar- 
rels an hour, which would be a little 
more than 600 barrels a day. The 
location of the well shows that a north- 
east extension is assured, while the 
north line has been condemned by a 
dry hole on the Smith farm. 


County, Bettman & Watson have drilled 
in a well on the Singleton farm that is 
showing for 100 barrels a day from the 
Cow Run sand. A well as good as the 
one mentioned, from the Cow Run 
formation, is much better than the 
average, and will stimulate operations 
in that locality. 


The Ohio Legislature has aroused the 
ire of the Buckeye oil producers by the 
introduction of two bills levying a di- 
rect tax upon their industry. The first 
proposes to tax oil leases for the benefit 
of the State, but as it applies rather 
to the lessor than to the lessee it has not 
attracted much attention. Its -effect, 
however, will have a direct bearing 
upon the oil business, as the farmer and 
landholder will not lease for oil purposes 
without expressly stipulating that the 
man who takes the lease shall pay this 
tax. The second is House bill No. 329, 
and is directed toward coal as well as 
oil. The section referring to oil reads 
as follows: “That any person who shall 
own or operate any oil well within this 
State shall list the product thereof for 
taxation, and the same shall be as- 
sessed and valued under the rules pre- 
scribed in section 2740. The product 
of such taxation shall be listed for taxa- 
tion in the township or municipal cor- 
poration in which such well is situ- 
ated.” This is a piece of class legisla- 
tion that in most States would be strict- 
ly unconstitutional. It seeks to make 
the producer pay a tax on every barre! 
of oii he produces, or, in other words, to 
make him pay the State for the privi- 
lege of doing business. 
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Insurance Note. 


An impression seems to prevail 
among the mangers that the Large Cit- 
ies Committee is quite likely to declare 
rates off at either St. Louis or Cin- 
cinnati as a result of the complica- 
tions arising over the promulgation of 
the new union rules affecting compen- 
sation to agents. Cleveland and St. 
Louis have been the strategic points, 
and some aver that altogether too 
much strategy has been used by some 
of the companies for the good of the 
tusiness. It is stated that the Green- 
wich is still holding out its tempting 
offers to agents of 20 and 40 per cent. 
commissions. 
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The New Jersey Pipe Line Bill. 
List week the New 
Committee on Railroads and Canals lis- 
tened to arguments on behalf of the op- 
ponents of Senator Herbert's pipe line 
bill, of which we gave an outline in our 
issue of the 16th inst. By a typographi- 
cal error we were made to refer to the 
concern most interested in the passage 
of the measure as the United Pipe Line 
Company, instead of the United States 
Pipe Line Company. The discussion be- 
fore the committee was opened on Mon- 


day 'y ex-Judge J. Frank Fort of New- 
ark, who appeared for the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad 


Company, under whose tracks the pro- 
posed new pipe line will pass. He di- 
rectel attention to the fact that the bill 
contemplated giving every corporation 
alluded to in the act the power to lay 
pipes upon “private or other property.”’ 
This, he contended, would include pub- 
lic property, and would entitle corpora- 
tions to make of the riparian 
rights of the State. He argued that 
there was no adequate provision in the 
bill restricting the laying of pipes in 
streets or under railways and canals. 
Mr. Fort related the care with which

the laws of New York were drawn, say- | 


ing that any corporation desiring to lay 
a pipe line had to make a plan of the 
rcute and afford property owners every 
opportunity to have the work super- 
vised by the courts. The pending bill 
makes no provision of that kind, and 
he asked that it be made to harmonize 
with the statutes of New York and 
Pennsylvania, The speaker said fur- 
ther that in New York the law required 
that oil shall carried for anybody, 
and fixes the transportation rates, but 
nothing of the kind is mentioned in 
the Herbert bill. He siid the rail- 
roads are now carrying oil from Wilkes- 
barre to the at the rate 
of 10 cents a barrel. He suggested 
that the bill should amended so 
as to require regular statements from 
pipe line companies, as a basis for 
taxation by the State. The railroad 
companies are taxed upon a valuation 
of $60,000,000, and if pipe lines are to 
allowed to compete with them as 
common carriers of oil, they should be 
compelled, he asserted, to bear a part 
of the burden. He also expressed the 
opinion that the bill should prohibit the 
United States Pipe Line Company from 
consolidating with or selling out to any 
rival concern. In conelusion, he said to 
the committee: “Your constitution pro- 
hibits you from giving special privileges 
or immunity to any corporation, and 
this bill is in conflict with that provi- 
They say that this bill is general 
in its provisions, but it limits the carry- 
ing power at the will of the carrier, 
and is thus special. The bill proposes( 
that a corporation may come across this 
Staite and take property anywhere and 
everywhere without restriction or tax.”

Iex-Congressman Harrison of New 
Jersey stated in reply to Judge Fort 
that all the United States Pipe Line 
Company wanted was permission to 
pass under two railroads, which, he 
contended, they should have a right 
to do.

We want to give the 
free, Open ccempetition on the 
carrying and sale of illuminating oil 
and are willing that you should sur- 
roun!l our privileges with any reason- 
able restrictions.” 

Mr. Hugh King, president of the Co- 
lumbia Oil Company of New York, and 
Hon. Lewis Emery, president of the 
United States Pipe Line Company, 
closed the debats by combating some 
of the propositons advanced by Judge 
Fort. Mr. Emery charged that the 
Standard Oil Company in 1872 entered 
into a conspiracy with the railroad com- 


people 


panies under which the latter doubled 
their rates on oil, so as to destroy 
competition. That contract, he de- 
clared, is still in existence, and in re- 


turn for increasing the rates, as stated, 
the railroads were to receive 26 per 
cent, on the tonnage of all oil going to 
the seaboard, no matter who carried it. 
That agreement, said Mr. Emery, en- 
tails an illegitimate charge of 3 cents 
a gallon on all oil used in New Jersey, 
and in this way the State is taxed 
S750,000 a year, besides which New 
Jersey gets only the poorest quality of 
oil from the Standard. Mr. Emery pro- 
luced letters to show that the price of 
oil had been reduced five and six cents 
per gallon wherever his company had 
come in competition with the Standard 
il Company. When the hearing was 
concluded Judge Fort, on behalf of the

| White Lead Swindlers Arrested in 


Boston, 


Two men, giving the names of W. EF. 
Lucas of Boston and W. E. Harrington 
of Melrose, Mass., were arrested by the 
police of the former city on Tuesday 
last on a charge of swindling manufac- 
turers of white lead. The attention of 
the authorities was called to the opera- 
tions of these men by’ Walter Tufts, 
manager of the Boston branch of the 
National Lead Company, who reported 
that some time previously the New York 
office of that company had received an 

order for a ton of white lead and two 
barrels of oil from a man who signed 
himself “Willis B. Cutter,” and who 
purported to hail from 16 Howard 
street, Boston. The New York house 
looked up the name of W. B. Cutter in 
several mercantile agencies, but failed 
to find any such man, although it did 


fine the name of W. B. Cutter, a repu- 
table hardware house of Roxbury. The 
communication was referred to Mr. 
| Tufts for investigation. Mr. Tufts 
wired back not to forward the goods. 

But in the mean time it seems the 
Philadelphia agency of the National 


Lead Company, represented by J. T. 
Lewis & Bros. Co., had filled a similar 
order, which amounted to $145.16, and 
on Feb. 13 shipped the goods to Boston 
by way of the Philadelphia boat. 

In payment for the goods the Phila- 
delphia house received a 30-days’ note 
drawn on the Blick-tone National Bank 
of this city and signed “William B. Cut- 
ter.”” The Boston bank, on being com- 
municated with, stated that it knew no 
such person. Meanwhile another order 
was received by the Philadelphia con- 
cern for one ton of lead and five bar- 
rels of oil. The first order arrived in 
Boston on Washington’s birthday, and 
was left on the wharf until customers 
were secured for the property by the 
mythical Cutter. After consultation 
with the police, the Boston agency no- 
tified the Philadelphia agency to com- 
municate with Willis B. Cutter and give 
him to understand that the second or- 
der would be filled. By that method 
it was thought that the _ swindlers 
could be caught.

He insisted, how- 
ever, that he wrote the letters by di- 
rection of Willis B. Cutter. The police 
say he also admitted that he sent the 
orders to John T. Lewis & Bros. Co. at 
Philadelphia, and Harrington also said 


that he wrote the body of the note 
drawn on the Blackstone Bank, but 
said that Cutter signed it. Later on, 


however, when he was pressed further 
by Capt. Dugan and Lawyer Sprague, 
he admitted that he also signed the 
name of Cutter. The police look upon 
Harrington as the principal and Lucas 
as rather a tool of his.

Tariff Classification Affected by 
Punctuation.

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Determination of the Solid Fat in 
Artificial Mixtares of Vegetable 
Animal Fats and Oils. 


BY J. H. WAINWRIGHT. 

It will readily be conceded by most 
analysts that there is no subject in 
analytical chemistry presenting more 
difficulties than the examination and 
analysis of the fixed oils and fats. This 
is especially true in the case of mix- 
tures of oils of different origin, and 
there is probably ro problem more diffi- 
cult to in most than the 
analysis of such a mixture when even 
approximately correct quantitative re- 
sults are required. ; 

It is only within a comparatively re- 
cent period that the investigations of 
the chemist have been especially di- 
rected to this branch of research, as 
formerly the character ard identity of 
a sample of unknown origin was chiefly, 
but very doubtfully, established by 
means of obscure cclor reactions and 
one or two simple determinations, such 
as specific gravity, melting point, etc. 

At present, however, the investiga- 
tions of many learned chemists ‘have 
shown that determinations of the 
chemical and physical properties of a 
sample, such, for example, as the com- 
bining weight of fatty acids, the per- 
centage of iodine the sample will ab- 
sorb, the percentage of volatile fatty 
acids, ete., will yield results by which 
may be established, in most cases with 
reasonable accuracy, the fact as to 
whether it is a simple oil or fat, such 
as olive, linseed, lard, butter, etc., and 
if so its identity and quality; or, if 
adulterated, to determine with a fair 
Gegree of accuracy the character and 
probable extent of adulteration. This 
is especially the case when a mixture 
consists of but two oils or fats, one of 
which is known, in which case a few 
quantitative Geterminations will usual- 
ly enable the analyst to readily ascer- 
tain its approximate composition. 

If a sainple, however, consists of a 
mixture of more than two oils or fats, 
any statement of its composition calcu- 
lated from the results of such deter- 
minations as above mentioned would 
be of extremely doubtful accuracy in 
any case, even if one of the constituents 
was known, and even then it would be 
at best but a broad approximation, ow- 
ing to the variatiors in chemical and 
physical properties exhibited in different 
specimens of the same kind of oil. 

Some years ago samples of compound 
lard for export were submitted to the 
United States Laboratory for analysis 
with a view to determining the relative 
proportions of its constituents, in order 
that the claim of the exporter for 
“drawback” of duties paid on one of its 
censtituents might be verified. 

This “compound lard” or “lard com- 
pound” has in recent years become an 
important article of commerce,and con- 
sists essentially of cottonseed oil and 
oleostearin made from beef fat mixed in 
different proportions, and sometimes 
containing a small percentage of genu- 
ine lard. Its composition is variable ac- 
cording to the brand and _ particular 
formula by which compcunded, but is 
generally about as follows:

In the first case determinations of the 
properties of the sample would disclose 
its composition with reasonable accu- 
racy, but in the second case considerable 
time was spent—I might almost say 
wasted—in making a long series of 
these determinations, both on the sam- 
ples themselves and on mixtures made 
in the laboratory in accordance with 
the formula for comparison, without ar- 
riving at any satisfactory conclusions, 
until finally a very simple method for 
the analysis, or rather assay, of these 
‘lard compounds” was devised, which 
up to the present time seems to yield 
fairly satisfactory results. 

About 150 grams of the sample are 
placed in a beaker and heated in a 
boiling water bath until entirely melted. 
The water is kept boiling for at least 
one hour and is then allowed to cool 
gradually without removing the beaker 
from the bath until the temperature is 
reduced to about 75 to 80 degrees Fah- 
renheit. It is then allowed to stand for 
at least twelve hours in a moderately 
warm place. 

In practice the beaker immersed in

This causes the solid fat to 
erystallize, which being accomplished, 
fifty grams of the sample are weighed 
from the beaker after its contents have 
been thoroughly mixed by means of a 
glass rod or spatula, and is carefully 
wrapped in a double thickness of Can- 
ton flannel, in which it is subjected to 
pressure in a small screw press. 

The pressure should be applied very 
gradually, especially at first, and should 
be contirfued until the screw has been 
forced down as tightly as possible 
After standing a few minutes to per- 
mit the oil to drain off, the contents of 
the press are removed and the cake of

solid fat, consisting essentially of 
stearin, is easily separated from the 
cloth in which it is wrapped and can 
then be weighed. 

The press used is called ‘“Osborne’s 


Patent Beef Press,’’ and can be obtained 
in almost any hardware store, and is 
used for domestic purposes, such as the 
preparation of ‘‘beef tea,” etc. 

The length of time required is usually 
at least one hour, and the temperature 
seems to be a matter of comparative 
indifference, provided, of course, ex- 
tremes are avoided. 

No great accuracy is claimed for this 


method, and that it is based on any- 
thing like strictly scientlfic principles 


remains to be proved, but the following 
results will, I think, show that it Is 
what it is claimed to be, 1. e., a useful, 
if rough, method for the assay of these 
manufactured compounds, and it is es- 
pecially valuable as a preliminary oper- 
ation in the more extended process of 
analysis.

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Oils of Black and White Peppermint. 
BY JOHN C. UMNEY. 
Peppermint has been cultivated in 
the district of Mitcham, Surrey, for 
about 150 years, and during the last 
thirty years or more, to some considera- 
ble extent, at Market Deeping, in 
Lincolnshire; the herb is also grown at 
Hitchin, Hertfordshire, and in some 

parts of Cambridgeshire. 

The two varieties of the plant (Mentha 
piperita), grown in and about Mitcham 
are known as black and white pepper- 
mint respectively, the black mint oc- 
cupying the greater part of the acreage 
under cultivation. The preference given 
by growers to the black is based chiefly 
upon the fact that the plant is more 
hardy than the white variety, and the 
yield of essential oil is considerably 
greater. 

I learn from Mr, W. Holland, of Mar- 
ket Deeping, and also from Mr. Ran- 
som, of Hitchin, that the cultivation 
of the white peppermint has been dis- 
continued in their respective districts, 
owing to the limited demand for the 
oil derived from this variety. There 
is, however, a constant demand for cer- 
tain purposes for oil of white pepper- 
mint, notwithstanding its value is con- 
siderably higher than that of the black 
mint oil. 

I am aware that some essential oil 
dealers hold strongly to the opinion that 
the difference between the oils is more 
imaginary than real, and also that there 
is with some a prejudice in favor of oil 
of white mint based upon “rule of 
thumb” knowledge rather than upon 
accurate laboratory observation 

Careful comparison, however, shows 
enunmistakable difference in the odor of 
the two oils, and in the waters distilled 
from them by the process of the Brit- 
ish Pharmacopoeia, and it was in order 
to determine whether any chemical or 
physical character could be found that 
would correspond to the difference in 
odor and taste that this investigation 
was conducted. 


The two plants of black and white 
peppermint are botanically identical, 
but the difference between the appear- 
ance and habit of the two is sufficiently 
marked to make their characterization 
quite distinctive. The black peppermint 


herb has purple stems, dark’ green 
leaves, not deeply serrated, and rarely 
flowers in this country, except in un- 
usual Summers, such as that of 1803. 
The white peppermint possesses more 
lanceolate, brighter green leaves than 
the black variety, the margin being 
much more deeply serrated, and the 
stems being green. Its flowers are 


grayish, and easily seen at a distance, 
the flowering occurring in taose seasons 
when hardly any is observable on the 
black variety. 

It has already been stated 
yield of essential oil from 
is considerably greater than from the 
white variety, for, while the former 
yields in good seasons as much as eight 
pounds per ton of fresh herb, the latter 
rarely yields more than six pounds, and 
usually not more than three or four 
pounds per ton. The distinction in the 
odor of the two Oils consists in the well- 
known pungency of that of the black, 
being agreeably toned down in that of 
the white variety by a pleasant smell 
not easily described, 

For the purposes of these experiments 
I have been supplied with oils of last 
year’s (1895) distillation from unmixed 
black and white plants respectively by 
Messrs. J. and G. Miller, of Mitcham. 

The two oils differed considerably in 
color, the black being pale yellowish- 
green, while the white was dark yellow. 
The two oils were exposed to a tem- 
perature of —4 degrees C. and stirred, 
but, although the black oil became 
pasty, through separation of menthol, 
the white oil remained quite fluid.

Color Reactions.—Notwithstanding I 
have avoided the majority of these tests 
as a means of identification of essential 
oils, on account of the frequent un- 
certainty as to which constituents pro- 
duce the reactions, the adoption of them 
in the of peppermint oil by the 
U. S. and other pharmacopoeias, is the 
reason of reference to them. 

The glacial acetic acid test, which 
consists in mixing one part of oil with 
three parts of glacial acetic acid and 
allowing to stand some hours, shows 
marked difference—giving an intense 
greenish-blue with copper fluorescence 
in the case of the white oil, and only 
a very pale blue in the black oil; the 
modified test of the U. S. P., in which 
nitric acid is employed, in addition to 


case 


acetic acid, at once yielding equally 
distinctive reactions. 
The other reaction of the United 


States Pharmacopoeia, consisting in 
warming a solution of 1 C.c. of the oil 
in 5 C.c. of alcohol with %4 gramme of 
sugar, and 1 C.c. of hydrochloric acid, 
shows equally striking differences. 

The finest American oil gives practi- 
cally the same color reactions as the 
white oil, and, as the proportion of 
esters in the white oil is very similar 
to that found in the best oils from that 
country, it seemed possible that the re- 
actions might be dependent upon these 
bodies, and experiments with the white 


oil, from which the esters have been 
completely removed, strengthen this 
view. It is noteworthy also that Jap- 


anese oil, which contains a low propor- 
tion of esters of menthol, gives no 
dark blue color of copper fluorescence 
by any of the tests referred to. 

Fractionation.—Under identical con- 
ditions, fractionation affords a useful 
means of making a preliminary com- 
parison of peppermint oils, and in the 
present instance considerable divergence 
was found, especially in the proportions 
boiling below 200 degrees C.

amination of many samples of various 
distillers, both in Mitcham and _ the 
other districts in England referred to. 

The fractions from both oils boiling 
below 200 degrees C. contained phellan- 
drene as indicated by the nitrite test. 

The methods suggested by Power and 
Kleber (Pharm. Bundschau, xii., 1804, 
157), in their examination of American 
peppermint oil have been adopted for 
the estimation of the principal constitu- 
ents of the oil, viz., menthol, esters of 
menthol, and menthone. 

Menthol Determination. — Although 
there may be doubt whether in the case 
of English peppermint oils the total per- 
centage of menthol is by any means 
the most important factor in the aroma 
value of the oil, yet the determination 
of the menthol and esters of menthol 
is the best starting point for the chemi- 
cal examination of the oils of both black 
and white varieties. 

By saponification with alcoholic pot- 
ash, the black oil indicated per 
cent. of menthol in the form of esters, 
while the white yielded under similar 
treatment 13.6 per cent. of menthol in 
similar combination. The percentage of 
esters in the black oil is slightly lower 
than usually obtained, viz., from 4 to 
6 ver cent. , 

The total percentage of menthol as 
such and as esters, was determined by 
the acetylation process, and found to 
be in the black oil 63.1 per cent. and 
in the white oil 65.5 per cent.:

ent menthol, possibly a liquid one, in 
English peppermint oil to that con- 
tained in Japanese, in order to account 
for the fact that oils of these varieties, 


although indicating practically the 
same menthol percentage by the 
acetylation process, show considerable 


difference in freezing properties. 

This difference is marked in the case 
of the black and white varieties, for, 
while the portion of the black boiling 
from 210-215 degrees C. becomes 
solid immediately on placing in a freez- 
ing mixture, the similar fraction of the 
white oil did not even perceptibly 
thicken at —+4 degrees C. It is worth 
recording, however, that the white oil, 
from which the esters have been re- 
moved by saponification with alcoholic 
potash, readily solidifies at a tem- 
perature of 0 degrees C. Either, .there- 
fore, the treatment to which the oil has 
been subjected causes isomeric change 
in the menthol, or the esters considera- 
bly retard its crystallization. 

Menthone Determination.—The ready 
reduction of menthone to menthol forms 
an easy means for the estimation of 
this constituent, which has been long 
known to be present in most pepper- 
mint oils. For this purpose a portion 
of the black oil was saponified with 
alcoholic potash and the alcohol re- 
moved by washing. This oil was di- 
vided in two portions, in one of which 
the menthol was’ estimated by the 
acetylation process, and the other dis- 
solved in twice its volume of absolute 
alcohol, and treated at a boiling tem- 
perature with metallic sodium. The oil 
was separated by addition of water, and 
after thoroughly drying, the menthol 
now present was also estimated by the 
acetylation process, 

The amount present before treatment 
with metallic sodium was 63 per cent., 
while after reduction of the menthone 
to menthol it was found to be 74.5 per 
cent., or 11.5 per cent. of menthol, equal 
to 11.5 per cent. of menthone. 

The white oil similarly treated in- 
dicated 9.4 per cent of menthol result- 
ing from .«°duction of menthone equal 
to 9.2 per cent. of that substance. 
Esters.—In order to 
determine whether the greater per- 
centage of esters in the white oil was 
the sole cause of the modification in 
its odor as compared to the black oil, 
or whether it was due to different 
esters of menthol, 100 grammes of the 
white oil was saponified with excess of 
alcoholic potash, and the alcohol evapo- 
rated at a low temperature.

saponified oil was then washed 
times with water to remove the 
potassium salts of the acids present in 
the form of esters in the oil. This was 
concentrated, acidified with nitrie acid 
and shaken with ether. The ether left 
on evaporation a strong smelling yellow 
oily liquid, which strongly acid; 
o28 gramme of the silver salt of this 
acid yielded .160 gramme of silver as 
chloride, viz., 51.5 per cent., the cal-

The boiling point of the acid liberated 
from the silver salt was found to be 
173-174 degrees C., and it is evidently 


isovalerianic acid 

The only other acid that could be de- 
tected was acetic acid in the acidified 
liquid after had been shaken with 
ether. 

Precisely similar experiments were 
conducted in the black oil; the acids ob- 
tained were in this case both acetic and 
isovalerianic. It would appear, there- 
fore, that if the odor of the oil is in- 
fluenced by the esters present, as seems 
almost certain, the quantity of them 
rather than a variation in their com- 
position must be held accountable for it. 

An attempt was made to determine 
the proportion of the two esters present 
in the using a modification of 
Luck’s method for the separation of the 
lower fatty acids. The acids, resulting 
from the decomposition of the esters, 
were removed by distillation, neutralized 
with baryta water, evaporated to dry- 
ness and fractionally extracted with 
absolute alcohol. The difference in the 
solubilities of the acetate and _  iso- 
valerianate of barium in that liquid was 
not sufficient to render quantitative 
separation practicable. The small pro- 
portion of esters in the black oil was 
also a great obstacle to this process. 

The principal physical and chemical 
characters by which the white oil of 
peppermint may be distinguished from 
the black may be summarized thus: 

1. In having greater optical activity. 

2. In not depositing menthol at a low 
temperature, possibly owing to the fact 
that a portion of menthol present exists 
in a modified liquid form. 

3. In containing a greater proportion 
of esters of menthol (acetic and iso- 
valerianic).

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$f. In giving intense blue coloration 
with copper fluorescence, with glacial 
acetic acid, and the other reactions of 
the United States Pharmacopoeia. 

It seems certain, moreover, that the 
variation in the aroma of the two oils 
is dependent upon one, if not more, 
well-defined differences pointed out in 
the constitutions of the respective oils.

New Move in the Free Alcohol Cases, 
Washington, March 20, 1S. 

The manufacturers who have used al- 
cohol in the arts under the provisions 
of section 61 have abandoned all hope 
of an early verdict by the Court of 
Claims. or of even an early hearing of 
the test cases, and a new and important 
programme has been decided upon. The 
Dunlap case has been chosen as a test 
with which to undertake an entirely 
new movement, and papers are now be- 
ing prepared for filing in the United 
States Circuit Court for the Brooklyn 
district. This programme, which was 
foreshadowed in these dispatches some 
time ago, is made available by reason 
of the provisions of the general statute 
giving concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Court of Claims to the district and cir- 
cuit courts of the United States. Under 
the law claims of $1,000 or less may be 


brought in the district courts, those 
ranging between $1,000) and = $10,000 


may be tried in the circuit courts, while 
jurisdiction as to claims above 510 000 
is reserved exclusively to the Court of 
Claims. The claim of the Dunian Hat 
Company, as_ filed in the Court of 
Claims, is too large to be brought in the 
Circuit Court, but it has been subdi- 
vided on the basis of a reorganization 
of ‘the company, so that the *iaim to be 
brought will not exceed the limit of the 
jurisdiction of the court in waieh it is 
to be filed. 

When the Court of Claims mct on 
Monday ‘he impression was stronz that 
a favorable decision would be handed 
down on the motion to dace for 
hearing the Dunlap When the 
day’s session passed without an answer 
from the court, the situation changed 
materially, it being surmised tha: the 
delay by the court was owing to a dis- 
inclination to render a decision either 
pro or con at this time. Althoush it is 
the practice of the court to answer in- 


set 


case. 


terrogatories promptly, it oceistonally 
happens that they are ignored indefi- 
nitely. 

As the claim filed in the Court of 


Claims would not be prejudiced by the 
filing of an entirely different clvau in 
the United States Circuit Court, it was 
decided after the failure of the Court 
of Claims to act on Monday to at once 
begin proceedings in Brooklyn. While 
the Governmen: is permitted a reasona- 
ble length of time to reply to petitions 
in the Circuit Court, there are special 
reasons why cases cannot so easily be 
delayed by the Attorney-General and 
his assistants as in the Court of Claims. 
The Statutes provide that the Govern- 
ment must answer within a certain 
period, and while this period may be 
extended by the court, cause must be 
shown for such concession, and the ma- 
terial interests of the claimants are 
given equal weight with those of tne 
Government. Although, contrary to the 
spirit in which the Court of Claims \,as 
founded, that tribunal sits in the ca- 
pacity almost of an auditing commis- 
sion, whose duty it is to throw out every 
possible claim that can be rejected on 
a technicality or otherwise, and the at- 


titude of the entire bench is exceeding- 
ly friendly io the officials of the Le- 


partment of Justice, both the court and 
the Attorney-General being housed in 
the same comparatively small building 
on Pennsylvania avenue. 

The appeal to the Circuit Court, in 
the Brooklyn District is the more con- 
fidently made because of the character 
of the practice before that tribunal. 
The judges who sit on the circuit bench 
have enjoyed a wide experience in the 
trial of cases involving the interests of 
the commerce of the whole United 
States, and they are fully alive to the 
importance of the early adjudication 
of test cases of every description that 
involve either large sums of money or 
principles upon which important indus- 
tries are based. It would, therefore, 
seem that the action taken in bringing 
a test case in the Circuit Court is very 
well advised, 

It will be interesting, if not alto- 
gether pleasing, to the various repre- 
sentatives of the trades employing al- 
cohol for manufacturing purposes, who 
have addressed letters to Chairman 
Evans of the Sub-Committee on Inter- 
nal Revenue of the Ways and Means 
Committee, to know that their commu- 
nications have received no _ attention 
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whatever, and have not even been filed 
with a view of submitting them later to 
the full committee. Al] letters received 
since the committee hearings were 
printed, more than three weeks ago, 
have been ignored, and cannot be pro- 
duced for the information of the full 
committee, even if desired. This state- 
ment is made upon the authority of 
Chairman Evans himself, who said to 
the REPORTER correspondent: 

“We closed this matier up so far as 
letters are concerned when we printed 
the hearings. I don’t know whether 
I've had any letters from the persons 
about whom you inquire or not, If I 
have, I haven’t paid any attention to 
them. The sub-committee has made its 
report, and the matter is closed so far 
as we are concerned.” 

In view of this declaration by the 
chairman of the sub-committee, manu- 
facturers and others desiring to ex- 
press their views to the committee w.ll 
do well to address themselves to Chair- 
man Dingley personally, and to re- 
quest that the communications be 
given his special attention. Without 
these precautions letters addressed to 
the chairman would be referred, under 
the customary routine, to the sub-com- 
mittee, by which route they would 
speedily reacn the fireplace or waste- 
basket. 

On account of the failure of the dele- 
gation that recently appeared before 
Chairman Evans and Mr. Steele, to 
prevent a hasty report in favor of the 
repeal of section 61, it had been de- 
cided to ask for a hearing before the 
whole Ways and Means Committee, 
and it is possible that this programme 
may yet be carried out, but recent de- 
velopments have satisfied those inter- 
ested that tne Senate is a more promis- 
ing field than the House in which to 
operate, and it is probable that ammu- 
nition in the form of arguments, let- 
ters, and interviews, will be reserved 
henceforth for use after the repeal bill 
has reached the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee—if it ever does. 

The check experienced by the Ways 
and Means Committee in its headlong 
haste to report a repeal bill, which was 
referred to in these columns last week, 
has developed into a very sol.d ob- 
struction, and no member of the com- 
mittee, or even of the sub-committee, 
can be found who will undertake to 
predict when the measure will be taken 
up for consideration. Mr. MeMiilin, 
the father of the original repeal bill, 
said to the REPORTER'S correspond- 
ent to-day that he had no idea as to 
when the measure would come before 
the full committee. The delay, he add- 
ed, was “purely accidental.”

Mitchell, who was engaged by the 
Egvptian Government for the purpose, 
is given in a communicated article in 
the Egyptian Gazette. Between the 
coast iine and the high crystalline 
mountain chain, which, twenty-five 
miles from the sea, stretches along 
parallel with it, elevations have taken 
place at different geological epochs 
through the after intrusion of veins and 
fields of crystalline rocks, as also 
through a voleanie action, as is the case 
at Gemsah. Mr. Mitchell has discov- 
ered the existence of black lava at that 
point, and obtained specimens near the 
abandoned sulphur mines of 1868. In 
consequence of the intrusion of these 
masses of crystalline rocks and voleanic 
lava, the original order of the sedimen- 
tary rocks has been disturbed in such 
a way that the lowest strata have been 
brought into direct relation with the 
highest. There can now be no doubt, 
it is said, that the petroleum of Gebel 
Zeit has its origin in the lowest sand- 
stone strata, which belong to the De- 
vonian formation, as is the case in 
North America, on the eastern slope of 
the Alleghanies. Fissures in the sedi- 
mentary rocks, caused by the intrusiom 
of the crystalline rocks, veins of grani- 
tic porphyries, felsites, etc., or the erup- 
tion of voleanic lava, as at Gemsah, 
have caused infiltration, so that the pe- 
troleum appears on the surface. The 
hypothesis that the petroleum at Gem- 
sah is due to the decomposition of ani- 
mal bodies, and is quite superficial, and 
consequently would be very ex- 
hausted, may therefore be dismissed. 
Prof. Mayer-Eymar of Zurich, who has 
made the Egyptian tertiary formations 
an object of most thorough study, ex- 
pressed himself during his last visit to 
Cairo as being greatly satisfied with the

feet in thickness. Near the sea, how- 
ever, they do not appear to have been 
developed to any great extent. Above 
this are found the upermost strata of 
the white chalk rocks, which near the 
Red Sea are rep'a’ed hy white chalk lay- 
ers 200 feet thick, full of large flint 
concretions. On these is bedded Uppér 
Miocene limestone, which in hills near 
the seacoast is found developed to a 
thickness of 300 feet. The Eocene for- 
mation is entirely wanting in the coast 
region; on the contrary, however, the 
great plateau inland has a develop- 
ment of these strata of from 1,200 feet 
to 1,500 feet. It appears that in «rder 
to arrive at the petroleum oed it will 
be necessary to bore through, in the 
worst case, about 14%) feet of strata. 
It is likely, however, that even in un- 
favorable spots it will not be necessary 
to bore more than SOO feet. Should it, 
however. he vractical to bore in those 
places where the cretaceous limestone 
containing flint concretions has been 
tilted, the boring would probably have 
to be carried down only to a depth of 
500 feet, perhaps no more than 400 feet. 
From Mr. Mitchell's researches the re- 
quired points are concluded to be in- 
land, one of them about twenty miles 
from Gebel Zeit in Wady Dhib, where 
the white flint chalk is infiltrated with 
bitumen, the other about ten miles from 
the coast, in the locality of Bir-el-Me- 
laha or Enned-el-Melaha. Boring is at 
present being carried on at two points, 


namely, at Ras Gemsah and at the 
southerly end of Gebel Zeit. At Ras 
Gemsah the strata belong to the Upper 


Miocene formation, with perhaps in 
some places recent coral limestone de- 
posited thereon.

Citronella Oil and Its Adulterants, 
BY JOHN C. UMNEY, F. C. 8S. 

In an article on ‘‘A Citronella-Oil Ar- 
bitration” easy physical tests are set out 
for the detection of kerosene in citron- 
ela oil. The exertions of Messrs. 
Schimmel to check the adulteration of 
citronella oil have unfortunately only 
been successful up to a certain point— 
namely, in causing the natives to cease 
the admixture of their oil with kero- 
sene, and to look about for some other 
substance which is not so easily de- 
tected, and at the same time almost 
equally cheap. I have recently had the 
opportunity of examining several sam- 
ples of citronella oil which contain no 
kerosene, but whose characters, other 
than their specific gravity and _ solu- 
bility in SO per cent. alcohol, indicate 
admixture with another adulterant, pos- 
sibly one of the so-called wood oils, de- 
rived from a species of Dipterocarpus, 
although probably not those from which 
the gurjun oil of commerce is derived 
(Dipterocarpus turbinatus and other 
species). Three of the oils may be 
taken as types of this form of adul- 
teration, and their characters are brief- 
ly as under: 

Specific Gravity.—The sp. gr. at 15 
degrees C. are somewhat high, being, in 
the case of No. 1 .9027, and No. 2 .9034, 
and No. 8 9056. The oil which I have 
distilled from gurjun balsam has a sp. 
gr. of .916 at 15 degrees C., while pure 
citronella oil, distilled from fresh grass, 
rarely exceeds .900. 

Solubility in 80 Per Cent. Alcohol.— 
These three samples are readily soluble 
in alcohol of 80 per cent. strength, in 
a, proportion of one part in three, but 
on further dilution a turbidity occurs, 
and after about eight to twelve hours 
a dark-brown deposit results. 

Optical Rotation.—The optical rota- 
tion of the three oils is more laevo- 
rotatory than is usually found in pure 
citronella oil, being between —11 de- 
grees and —13 degrees in a_ tube of 
100 m. m. 

Fractionation.—Differences are  ob- 
servable when fractionation of the oil 
is carried out. The following columns 
show a comparison of the proportions 
obtained at various temperatures from 
a sample of pure oil, and these three 
oils respectively:

It will be noted that the proportion in 
the impure oils boiling from 225 de- 
grees to 240 degrees C. is greater in 
the ease Of Nos. 1, 2 and 3 than in the 
case of the pure oil. This is rendered 
more suspicious by the fact that the 
oils contain less geraniol. 

Percentage of Geraniol.—Experiments 
have been made with a view to deter- 
mine the amounts of geraniol presene in 
the pure and adulterated The 
amount present, as shown by the acety- 
lation process, is, in the case of the pute 
oll, (4 per cent., and in all the pure oils 
examined falls between 0 and G4 per 
cent; in the case of No, 1 it falls as 
low as 52 per cent, No. 2 to 404 per 
cent., and No. 3 to 51 per cent. An im- 
portant difference ig shown in the sa- 
penification figures of the pure and 
adulterated oils, the former being from 
3 to 40, while che latter vary from 
48 to 54. This difference is probably 
due to the presence of resin acids in 
the adulterant rather than a greater 
proportion of esters, 

It is necessary, therefore, to take into 
Consideration not only the specific grav- 
ity and behavior of the oils in aleohol 
of SO per cent. strength, but also to ob- 
serve the optical relation, which should 
not exceed —S degrees in a 100m. tube, 
and in addition the proportion boiling 
from 225 degrees CC. to 240 degrees C 
in comparison with its geraniol percent- 
age, as well as the saponification figure 
of the oil. 

It is worth noting that neither the oil 
nor the portion of it boiling above 225 
degrees C. gives Fluckiger’s reaction for 
gurjun oil, which consists in the addi- 
tion of a drop of a cooled mixture of 
equal parts of sulphuric and nitric 
acids to a solution ofthe oil in twenty 
times its volume of carbon bisulphide, 
when a violet color is produced. This 
color is afforded with that usually im- 
ported to this country. The author of 
that test refers to the great number of 
wood oils which are obtained from 
various parts of Eastern Asia, and 
points out that should a wood oil not 
give this reaction it is probably derived 
from a different species of Dipterocar-

peals in favor of the Government. 

The merchandise in this case con- 
sisted of certain so-called lanoline, 
which was classified for duty as ren- 
dered oil at 25 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 76 of the tariff act of 
Oct. 1, 1890. 

The importers protested that it was 
properly dutiable as wool grease at 
one-half cent per pound under para- 
graph 316 of the same act. 

Both the Circuit Court and the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals have sustained 
the classification as made by the col- 
lector and affirmed by your board.

This 
rumor is denied by the officials con- 
nected with the manufacturers’ organ- 
ization, and the statement is authorized 
that they have no representative outside 
of the regular jobbers and _ other 
handlers of glass, and do not intend 
having any. The Jobbers’ Association 
will, however, meet at St. Louis on the 
25th inst. to consider matters affecting 
their end of the business. 

For this time of the year, which is 
usually characterized by dullness, there 
is fair request for plate glass, though 
not enough to prevent the gradual ac- 
cumulation of stock. The Pitsburgh 
Plate Glass Company are operating 
eight out of the nine factories they con- 
trol, and other concerns are making 
preparations to augment their output. 
While stocks with manufacturers are in- 
‘reasing, those of the jobbers are grow- 
ing much smaller, as in view of the ac- 
tion of the coinapany above mentioned. 
fully set forth in the last and previous 
issues of the Reporter, dealers are not 
only not replenishing, but are closing 
out whatever stock they have got. 
Prices are on the same level as before, 
and no early change is likely. 

There is a better inquiry for prescrip- 
tion ware, but prices are very weak, 
below cost of production in some in- 
stances, with no apparent prospect of 
any advance in sight now. Production 
is about the same as noted in last re- 


port, as, though one factory has closed 
down, another of equal capacity has 
started. There is considerable stock in 


Irst hands, though not as much as usual 
at this season of the year. No further 
shading of prices is at al] probable, ¢x- 
cept in case of holders whose urgent 
need of money may compel them to 
realize on what stock they have, or 
those who want to break up. March. 
April and May are the best three months 
of the year in the prescription trade, 
and as the time for the annual two 
months’ suspension at the factories is 
approaching and there is generally some 
crowding of orders about that period. 
there should be a distinct improvement 
in the business from this time on, and 
probably will be. 

The strike of the journeymen painters, 
mentioned last week still continues. In 
response to a request of the workmen 
for arbitration of the dispute, the mas- 
ter painters say there is nothing to arbi- 
trate; the business will not allow of any 
higher wages than they offer, and they 
can get all the men they want at that 
rate. Meantime weather conditions are 
adverse to work.

Is Roberts Really Insane?

sure. However, as a matter of fact, it 
is no more difficult to made a petroleum- 
proof joint that a water-proof joint. In 
making up steam or water joints we 
naturally employ something which is 
insoluble in water. If an ordinary 
steam or gas fitter is asked to make a 
petroleum-tight connection, he is sure 
to employ red lead and oil, and for a 
gasket or washer he is equally sure to 
use India rubber, both oil and India 
rubber being quite soluble in petroleum. 
In my experience I find that a joint 
which is screwed together dry is less 
apt to leak petroleum than a joint made 
up of the orthodox red lead and oil. To 
make a good petroleum joint with com- 
mon iron pipes, a very good system Is 
to heat both the male and female 
threads sufficient to dissipate every 
trace of oil; then make the joint up 
with thick shellac varnish, which may 
be combined with ordinary dry vermil- 
ion or even Venetian red. A joint of 
this kind I have found to stand well. A 
very good joint can also be made with 
ordinary yellow bar soap rubbed into 
the threads of the pipe, the grease being 
first removed. Treacle, honey, glue, 
mucilage or glycerine are quite petro- 
leum proof. For a stuffing box, ordi- 
nary wicking saturated with common 
yellow bar soap may be safely em- 
ployed. Canvas saturated with shellac 
varnish makes a good washer, but soft 
metallic washers are better. A very 
good flexible diaphragm for a regulator 
may be made of closely woven cotton 
fabric varnished on both sides with a 
compound of gelatine and _ glycerine. 
About equal parts by weight make a 
very tough and elastic compound. 
Wooden vessels, bags, etc., may also be 
made petroleum-tight by saturating or 
varnishing with this compound. As a 
rule, all substances which are soluble in 
water are quite insoluble in petroleum.

Since our last there have been no es- 
sentially new developments in any de- 
partment of the oil market, business 
being quiet all along the line, and prices 
showing few fluctuations, and these, as 


a rule, were within a very narrow 
range. The trade generally is disposed 


to believe that the absence of impor- 
tant demand at the moment is due 
largely to the continued bad weather 
experienced during the week, and that 
orders are simply being held back un- 
til more favorable conditions arise. It 
is evident, however, that many are not 
so sanguine regarding the results of 
the Spring trade as they were some 
time ago. <A leading factor in this con- 


nection is the unsatisfactory state of 
affairs in the leather and textile in- 
dustries, where the consumption of cer-

Complaints are occasionally beard re- 
lative to collections, but thus far com- 
paratively little difficulty has been en- 


countered in that respect. The staple 
articles are in a practically unchanged 
position.

Lin- 
seed oil is moving slowly in small job- 
bing quantities, and values are quot- 
ably unaltered. Lard oil is easier with 
the parent material, and the other oils 
are generally steady. 
Vegetable Oils. 

LINSEED—The demand for linseed 
oil was this week restricted to small 
jobbing proportions, and the general 
local situation remains about as it was 
at the date of our last, A slightly unsettled 
feeling pervades the market as a result 
of competition and disturbed quotations 
in the West. According to some advices 
from Chicago this week, there are gell- 
ers of oil in car lots at 3314@34c., but 


other reports indicate an improvement 
in the general tone of the market there, 


Holders of Western oil here are quoting 
Bq Oc. nominally, but these figures 
weuld readily be shaded fully one cent 
to secure fair-sized of which, 
however, none have reached the mar- 
ket since our last. The principal con- 
sumers are pretty well covered for the 
time being, and very little activity is 
looked for during the remainder of this 
month. The city manufacturers have 
made no recent change in their prices 
and continue to quote domestic seed oil 
at 41e., and Calcutta at 52e. 
COTTONSEED, Crude.—During the 
past few days there has been more de- 
mand from western packers, which has 
resulted in the taking up of several round 
lots at various southern points. While 
prices obtained have not been as satisfac- 
tory as the mills may have desired, still 
a half loaf is better than none at all. 
Already buyers are captious about the 
quality and are making bids on the basis 
of off quality. In this section it is hard 
to obtain over 21e. for either a prime or 
nearly prime quality. Both command 
about the same price, Offers of 161ge. 
loose have been turned down for 20 
to 50 tanks at Texas points and 1714@18e 
loose for points along the Mississippi 
Valley. Western buyers have been tak- 
ing up some oil delivered at various 
points, equal to about 19¢ loose in the 
valley. Many of the mills have been 
clearing up their soap stock at a 
price equal to about 40@45¢e at 
mills, though the sales were made 
for export on through freig ts.

Refined.—Very little of interest has 
eccurred during the week under review. 
The weakness that lard has shown has to 
a greater or less extent been reflected in 


the oil market by a_ disposition 
on the part of holders to meet 
buyers’ views, especially when a 
round lot was wanted for export, 


though only a slight shading of prices 
was required to effect sales. While there 
are those who predict lower price for oil 
in the near future, by basing their pre- 
dictitions on the weak conditions of and 
increased stocks of lard, together with a 
general depression in hog products, yet 
these wise ones are unable to explain 
why it is that Cotton Oil finds buyers 
whenever a slight concession in values is 
made by holders. Western packers have 
been free buyers considering the dull state 
of trade, of prime yellow at prices which 
a short while ago it was claimed could 
not be obtained, and further sales could 
be made ata slight concession, but the 
trouble is the mills never want to sell 
when oll is wanted and thus miss the 
opportunity of making a good average on 
their season’s output. France and Eng- 
land have both taken up considerable 


summer yellow at a_ price equal 
to about 25%3;@26c here, and at 
25 or 26%c possibly a _ large 


block of oil ase go out of the country, 
all of which shows that at a price cotton 
oil will seil regardless of what lard may 
do. Whe.her the net result to the mills 
is satisfactory or not is another side of th e 
question, though it has generally been 
inferred that profiits were the last thing 
considered by some of the mills. One 
evidence that expoiters consider present 
prices cheap is their willingness to buy 
for April, May, June and July delivery, 
and while several thousand barrels have 
already been taken at prices ranging from 
2514 @26e, they are yet unable to secure 
enough to meet their requirements. White 
oil is slow and may be called nominal at 
28c. Butter oil does not attract as much 
attention as formerly, and buyers evi- 
dently are not inclined to pay the price 
asked over other grades. The market 
closes steady at 2514 @26c for yoime sum- 
mer yellow; off, scarce and held at 25}¢c, 
with 25e¢ bid; white oil, 28c; butter nomi- 
nal at 28c. While there has been a con- 
siderable business done in a quiet way for 
export, and which does not come to the 
surface, the following sales have been 
picked up around the trade: 100 bbls 
prime summer yellow at 253<¢; 200 bbls 
prime summer yellow at 26c; 60 tanks of 
prime summer yellow at 23@23}¢c, loose, 
delivered at Chicago.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SATURDAY Noon, March 21, 1896. 





While the price paid for crude by the 
pipe line companies has been advanced 
and the reports from the producing 
fields shcw no important accessions to 
the list of producing wells, very few 
new ones showing more than the aver 
age production, the speculative market 
has developed a weakness. But this 
appears to be a characteristic which 
has been the outgrowth of the new or- 
der of things. There are not enough 
transactions on the exchanges to give 
stability of the market, or to affect it 
materially, the prices paid by the pipe 
lines being really the market value, as 
the operators on the exchanges merely 
bid according as they think the price 
to be paid by the pipe lines will be 
higher or lower, and, as a rule, to be on 
the safe side, they keep théir bids well 
below the current figures paid. Iox- 
change operations have degenerated to 
virtual betting on what price will be 
paid by the pipe lines. Very little news 
of interest has been received from the 
fields, though there is a large amount 
of development work in progress. The 
runs have shown some increase, but 
they are not so large as they were last 
month. On the other hand, the deliv- 
eries have been heavier, and the differ- 
ences, therefore, less important, leading 
to the belief that the statistical situa- 
tion is gaining in strength and that the 
next report will show a decreased addi- 
tion to the net stocks.

Refined and Products. 


The only feature of interest during 
the past week has been the advance in 
the price of refined. This, it was 
thought, would check the demand, and 
it probably has for barreled oil, but the 
export requirements are now so small 
that barreled oil cuts no figure in the 
trade. The few cargoes required are 
more affected by the freight rate, buy- 
ers engaging their oil as favorable 
freight rates are secured. The ship- 
ments in bulk have continued large, the 
total engagements for the week exceed- 
ing 200,900 barrels. The price of bar- 
reled oil was advanced on Tuesday to 
7.50c. for New York loading and 7.45c. 
tor Philadelphia loading. Bulk oil is 
nominal at 5c. here and 4.95c. at Phila- 
delphia. The principal foreign markets 
are higher. To-day’s quotations by 
cable were: Antwerp, 16°%f.; Bremen, 
6.20m.; London, 5°@5%d., and Liver- 
pool, 5% @5%d. Freight rates are steady 
at ls.

The amount of seed inspected in has 
somewhat decreased, as compared with 
last week and with the average for the 
past few weeks. A summary of the 
daily bulletins of the inspector shows 
arrivals of only 12 cars during the 
past six days, of which only 4 fell be- 
low contract grade. On the other hand, 
the outward movement, while light, has 
slightly appreciated. The official re- 
port shows 18,009 bushels (all of No. 1) 
inspected out, 13,750 bushels “billed 
through,” and 8,600 “not inspected,” 
making an aggregate of 40,359 bushels. 
The week has been an exceedingly quiet 
one in both the cash and speculative 
markets. No. 1 seed opened at last 
week’s inside price, S89c., but soon ad- 
vanced to 90c., at which it ruled steady 
until the close, when there were freer 
offerings, yet these were taken without 
any shrinkage in values. The total vol- 
ume of business reported on ’Change, 
however, was light, aggregating but 47 
cars. Of these 2 were rejected seed at 
82144@83c., and one of no grade, at 72¢. 
Nothing was done in futures beyond 
the sale of 108,000 bushels of May de- 
livery, this option selling’ (chiefly in 
small lots) at VO@90%c. 

OIL CAKE.—Not so much business is 
reported this week as last, sales having 
scarcely exceeded 150 or 200 tons, For- 
eign bids were reduced early, but erisn- 
ers were not anxious sellers, and trans- 
actions were on the basis of $13.J0@ 
13.70, the latter quotation being about 
the outside figures. There seems to be 
a moderate demand for meal, which is 
still quoted at $16 in car lots 

OLEO OIL.—The Rotterdam market 
has more than doubled in activity, al- 
though prices are not appreciated. 
Sales at Rotterdam are estimated at 
about 3,500 tierces, but, on the other 
hand, exports have appreciated to 4,900 
tierces. The only feature in the exist- 
ing situation encouraging to melters is 
the reduction of stocks in ‘irst hands 
from some 9,000 to about 7,000 tierces. 
The general tone of the Dutch market 
is somewhat easier. A choice lot of 
“fancy” extra brought 40fl., with fresh 
Western oil of the same nominal grade 
selling at 34@35fl., and old oil offered 
and sold at 28f1. Neutral lard has been 
offered with considerable freedom. 

LARD OIL.—While pressers hold 
prices fairly steady, the market may be 
called rather quiet. Nominal quotations, 
however, are substantially unchanged:

English Imports of Petroleum. 


The statistics annually published by 
the Oil Trade Review are of the usual 
interesting character, and show a slight 
gain in the imports of refined petroleum 
oil into the United Kingdom during the 
past year, the actual figures being 3,- 
332,909 barrels, against 3,514,551 barrels 
in 1894, when they were prodigious be- 
yond all precedent. Ih each case the 
total arrivals were made up principally 
of American oil, and London, as hereto- 
more than double the

The next heaviest consign- 
ments to those just referred to were such 
as were landed and delivered at Bristol 
and Avonmouth, which were far in ad- 
vance of the quantities imported in the 
two previous years, and stamp these en- 
trepots as among the foremost of the 
kingdom for extensive operations in 
burning oils. Hull, Bel and Shields 
also retain their old positions as great 
distributors of luminous oils, the aggre- 
gate amounts belonging to each being 
equal to if not larger than the receipts 
in 1894, and considerably above those 
in 1893. Dublin, Cardiff, Plymouth, 
Limerick, and Exeter and Exmouth, 
however, were ports which exhibited a 
falling off in their entries of oils from 
places abroad; but in nearly all other 
parts of the kingdom the supply of pe- 
troleum by ship or tank steamer dur- 
the twelve months ended Dee. 31 
last was on an augmenting scale, and 
was instrumental in bringing the grand 
total to the very high level already no- 
ticed.

Petroleum Industry of the Dutch 
East Indies. 

The minerals the working of which 
has hitherto shown the best results in 
the Netherlands East Indies would 
seem to be coal and petroleum. With 
regard to petroleum, though it is met 
with often enough in certain parts of 
Java, the only company appearing to 
work with any amount of success is the 
“Dortsche Petroleum Maatschappij,” 
who exploit certain springs in the prov- 
ince of Soerabaya. The refinery is sit- 
uated at Wonokromo, in the neighbor- 
hood of which the most productive 
springs are found. It appears from a 
recent report of the Belgian Consul- 
General in the Dutch East Indies that, 
although many concessions for. the 
working of the petroleum industry have 
been granted in various parts, it is 
more especially in Sumatra that rapid 
progress has been made. The springs 
of Langkat in the eastern part of Su- 
matra are in full working order, and 
the report of the shareholders of the 
“Koninklijke Nederlandsche Maat- 
schappij” in 1S4 proves that notwith- 
standing many preliminary difficulties 
a satisfactory result has been obtained. 
Petroleum was sold in 1892, but the es- 





tablishment was then by no means 
complete; now much new machinery 
has been bought, and several buildings 
for the refinery have been erected on 


the banks of the river Babalau near the 
springs. The sale for some time past 
has, however, been low, on account of 
the immense production of Russia and 
the United States and of the fall in the 
value of the dollar. The production of 
raw petroleum in 1893 was 250,000 liters 
per diem, and the output of the estab- 
lishment for the year amounted to 401,- 
570 cases of refined oil. The Langkat 
oil is sent by steamboats to Penang and 
Singapore, and, acoording to the sta- 
tistics of the Straits Settlements, these 
two places imnorted respectively 70,- 
OOO liters and 52,384 cases in 1892 and 
130,000 liters and 170,645 cases in 1893 
of Langkat oil alone. The 170,645 cases 


| imported into Singapore represent about 


me-fourth of the total consumption of 
petroleum in that city. The oil also 
finds a market at Atjeh, in other prov- 
inces of Sumatra, at Saigon, in Siam, 
and even at Batavia. Much profit has, 
however, not yet been derived from this 
industry on account of the large capi- 
tal required for its development. In 
Borneo, near the Manakkam River, in 
the southeastern division of the island, 
is a concession which promises well, but 
whicn for some reason or other has not 
yet been fully de, eloped.—London Gro-

The general situation in dyes and 
dyestuffs has not materially changed 
since we last reviewed the market. 
Owing to continued stormy weather, 
trade has been interrupted consider- 
ably and transactions during the week 
have had reference only to quantities 
actually required to ccver current op- 
erations. Outside of the cause of dull 
trade referred to, there seems to be 


a, general backwardness in “the de- 
mand, owing .o a lack of support from 
industrial channels. Prices indicate 
littlk or no variation. Gambier has 
becn weak and strong by turns and the 
closing quotations are substantially as 
they were a week ago. The other sta- 


ples continue without notably new fea- 
tures. 

ALBUMEN.—There are no new fea- 
tures to report. The inquiry keeps up 


to a fair average and prices are well 
sustained at the previous range. Blood 
albumen commands 3U@382c. for prime 
grades, but there is a moderate supply 
of old stock, which is available at one 
or two cents under these figures. Egg 
is held at 5U@Uc., according to grade, 
quantity and seller. the imports for 


the week comprised 43 cases egg, and 
26 cases blood albumen. 
ALIZARINE.—Consumers are plac- 
ing orders cautiously, in view of the 
existing quiet condition of general 


trade, but the prevailing opinion is that 
an early revival of active buying will 
ensue. Prices are unchanged and 
steady, the range being 16@2Uc., as to 
quantity and quality. 

ANILINE OIL.—Spot supplies are 
ample for all purposes and values show 
no alteration from the previously re- 
ported range.

CUTCH.—For cutch the demand shows | 


some improvement, though inquiries 
were spasmodic, and the volume of 
sales this week was only moderately 
large. We continue to quote bales at 
454@5c., and boxes at 6@8c. The ship- 
ments from Rangoon from Jan. 1 to 
Feb. 29 to all ports were 2,730 tons, 
against 1,850 tons in 1895, and 2,290 
tons in 1894. 

DEXTRINE.—A fair distribution is 
reported, but the demand is not up to 
expectations. Domestic is quoted at 
34@3%e. and foreign at 444@4%4c. 


DIVI DIVI.—The arrivals this week 
were heavy, consisting of 667 bags, for 
which there is little or no demand. The 
market, however, is fairly steady, on 


the basis of $40@50 per ton. 


; DYEWOODS.—No change is apparent 
in the market for dyewoods. There is 
a surplus of low grade logwoods, and 
prices on them are weakening. High 
grades are steady at $31@32 for Port de 
Paix, $30@32 for Port de Paix and $31 
@33 for St. Mare. The imports of log- 
wood for the week were as follows: 218 
tons from Jamaica,70 tons from Yucatan, 
98% tons from Mexico, 467,000 pounds 
from Hayti and 600,000 pounds from St. 
Mare. We also note the arrival of 1014 
tons fustic and 44,072 pounds Brazil 
wood. 


GAMBIER.—During the week there 
has been more speculative interest than 
usual, but actual transactions as a re- 
sult have been quite moderate in vol- 
ume. In all the sales for the week 
amounted to about 500 bales, at 4.05@ 
4.15¢c. spot. The closing quotations are 
as follows: Steamer shipments, 4c.; 
sail shipments, 43-l6c.; steamer stock 
in store, 100-bale lots, 4.05c., and sail, 
4.15c. Stock to arrive on the Mistly 
Hall is offered at 41-16c. Shipments 
of gambier from Singapore during first 
half of March were 775 tons to Great 
Britain, 375 to the Continent and none 
to the United States.

INDIGO.—The local market is fea- 
tureless. Trade is quiet and prices are 
unchanged. The London Commercial 
Record of the 6th inst., speaking of the 
recent auction sales there, says: ‘The 
quantity offered was 2,588 serons, of 
which 38 were Mexicans, and the re- 
mainder Guatemala or San Salvador. 
The assortment was good, though there 
were but few fine serons, but mosi of 
the marks were of desirable kind and 
showed an improvement in quality com- 
pared with the previous crop. The sales 
opened very quietly, as buyers were 
cautions, owing to the competition of 
sellers abroad. As the sale proceeded, 
however, more confidence was shown, 
and the decline at which the sale opened 
was partly recovered. Most importers 
have given support by buying in and 
withdrawing where necessary. Of the 
2,588 serons offered, 410 ‘have been 
withdrawn and 217 bought in, leaving 
1,961 serons sold in the room. In addi- 
tion 120 of the withdrawn and bought 
have been placed, so that the total 
quantity disposed of is 2,081 serons.’’ 

PRUSSIATE OF POTASH.—Yellow 
prussiate of potash is dull and selling 
only in jobbing quantities. First hands 
are quoting at 18c. spot, and in some 
instances dealers who have a surplus 
stock are disposed to accept 174%@17*4c., 
as to quantity. 

STARCH.—Buyers are apathetic for 
the time being, and the volume of sales 
this week was small, as compared with 
previous weeks. Prices, however, show 
no change, and are quotable as follows: 
Corn, 24@3c.; potato, s@3%e., and 
wheat, 444@5c. 

SUMAC.—Routine trading only is re- 
ported and no new features are appar- 
ent in the market. Sicily sumac is held 
at $48@50, and Virginia at $37.50@4v.
